“With reference to canned meats, 
really have no proper system of telling 
whether diseased. meat has been put 
or not. This could only be ascertained 
by what we call a physical test ~—that is 
trying the stuff on guinea pigs or mice 
and observing effects. As we 
placed today, diseased meats may be 
packed in this country with impunity: 
and We will be none the wiser. We 
have no proper system of inspection 
Which would prevent dealers from doing 
pretty much as they liked. Meat should 
be inspected for disease before it {s 
killed, and no meat should be allowed to 
be sold unless it undergoes this inspec- 
tion. Then again, there is no proper in- 
Spection of private slaughter houses 
butchers. kill when and where they 
please. As to canned meat, we cannot 
tell, from examining the contents of the 
cans, whether thé meat was put up un- 
der cleanly, sanitary conditions or not. 
As a rule, when we find traces of bo- 
racic acid, and other preservations in 
meat tins, the presumption is that bad 
meat has been put up, and that the 
preservative has been introduced to 
mask it. 

“We often find that bad 
in London when ‘minced.’ Thig meat. is 
Spiced to disguise the smell and taste. 
fhe mincing of meat should only be al- 
lowed at stuted times when under proper 
inspection. 
thy IcuPE SHOPS. 

“in our district we have found some 
of the tripe shops and other meat places 
where smal} quanaities are sold to be 
in a filthy condition. In one place I 
examined, I found two tons of pieces of 
meat such as sheep's heads, tripe, livers, 
and a species of hog’s head cheese in a 
vat under the most dfsgraceful econdi- 
tions. In the same room was an open 
sewer, with a broken drain. In another 
of these shops, the conditions were so 
uisgusting that [ instigated proceedings, 
and succeeded in getting the proprietor 
fined $100. This dealer finally closed 
up and was forced out of business. 

“There are large. quantities of horse 
meat sold in London, but it is mostly 
used for feeding cais. At the same time, 
you never see horses’ tongues being sold 
for cats’ meat. [ am under the im- 
pression that many horses’ tongues are 
used in London for human consump- 
tion.’ 

Confirming the opinions of Dr. Thomas, 
which are here given owing to the fact 
that he analyses a larger quantity of 
food stuffs than any other medical offi- 
cer of London, are the opinions of nearly 
all other London anaysts. Some even 
have found even worre conditions than 
Dr. Thomas. In fact, the medical officer 
for Bethnal Green—in the east end of

Marble Company Organized. 
Méntgomery, Ala. August 
cial.)—The Alabama Cream White Marble 
Company, located § at Guntt’s Quarry, 
Talladega county, has been reorganized 
and given authority to Issue $500.000 of 
bonds to make improvements of the 
plant. This is the same company that 
bid on the marble work of the capitol 
imprevement and furnished the marble 
for the New Florence hotel in Birming- 
ham. 
It has been decided, however, that 


only $350,000 of the half million of 


bonds will be issued now, but a mort- 
gage is to be given for the whole amount, 
This being a fact the compromise board 
has allowed the mortgage to be recorded 
in Talladega county by the payment of 
the tax on $350,000, with the under- 
'standing that the balance of the tax will 
tie paid when the balance of the bonds 
are issued. 

The text 
lows: 

“It appears from the petition and the 
proof submitted in support of it, that the 
petitioner, AlaZama Cream White Mar- 
ble Company, has arranged to issue and 
sell $350,000 of its bonds secured by a 
mortgage On its property, to the Bank- 
ers’ Trust Company, as trustee, to se- 
cure a total Issue of $800,000 of bonds; 
that petitioner purposes to issue only 
$350,000 of bonds under the mortgage, 
but has the right to increase (tiie issue 
$150,000. The petitioner offers to pay 
the record tax on $350,000 of indebted- 
ness and to execute its bond to the state 
to pay on the other $160,000 of indebt- 
edness in the event bonds to that extent 
should ever be issued, or on such part 
of it as may be Issued.

Doctoring the English Language. 
The movement for the simplifica- 


tion—or, as some of its promoters 
prefer to call it, the amelioration—of 
the English language will receive a 
powerful stimulus now President 
Roosevelt has taken hold of it in a 
characteristically practical way. 

Each year marks steady progress 
toward the time when English shall 
become the business and diplomatic 
‘anguage of the world. 
the war with Spain had so great a 
stimulating effect upon this move- 
ment that now it is very generally 
conceded. at least outside of Germany, 
that English is certain in time to be 
a world § language; and largely 
through desire to weed out some of 
the most perplexing of the present 
intricacies, with a view to further 
progress along this line, the work of 
simplifying the spelling has assumed 
more definite shape than ever be- 
fore. 

The first tendency of those not fa- 
miliar with the plans and purposes of 
such a movement as this is to char- 
acterize as pedants, perhaps cranks, 
the men identified with it. But the 
names of the men comprising what is 
known as the Simplified Spelling 
Board will show to even the most 
cynical doubter that any movement 
with which they are identified must 
be on a safe and sane basis. Andrew

—‘‘bat,” “set,” “dim,” “sum,” “fish” 
and “true,” instead of the Elizabethan 
“batte,” “sette,” “dimme,” “summe,” 
“fysshe” and “trewe.” Only in very 
recent years we have seen “pro- 
gramme" transformed into “pro- 
gram,” and nobody the worse for the 
transformation. 

The first printers in England were 
Germans and Dutchmen, They took 
liberties with English spelling that 
foreigners would natura'ly be expect- 
od to take. The old texicographers 
did the rest by adopting these mis- 
spellings and giving them authority. 

It is interesting to note that many 
of the changes now urged by the ad- 
vocates of simplicity embody nothing 
but a return to the original English

A Little Further Up the Street. 

A little further up the etreet, at the 
corner of Courtland, there were not 60 
many loafers, but there were enough to 
make the corner pretty well crowded. 

At the corner. of. Pledmont the crowd 
was still slimmer, but it was not deserted, 
for at least fifty idlers hung about the 
corners with no aim in life at the time. 

Then all along fhe street from Ivy to 
Butler were streams of negro humanity 
that juet swept along, talking in loud, 
discordant tones and laugtiing harshly. 

Now and then they passed a few curse 
words under their breath ‘when no police- 
man was near, for all the denizens of 
Decatur street keep a close watch out for 
policemen at all times.

Orchids Valued at £50,000. 


(From The London Mail.) 

A broad-shouldered,  stalwart-looking 
young man in a blue suit, with carefully | 
creased trousers, stood near the orchid 
séction of the Temple flower show last | 
evening, watohing with keen, alert 
glances the transference of the precious 
iplants to the growers’ vans. The senti- 
nel’s appearance was unmistakable: he! 
was a city plain clothes detective. 

As the vast bank of orchids, stretch- 
ing the whole length of the principal 
tent, rapidly thinned, the young man 
drew a handkerchief across his brow, 
and, with a sigh of relief, murmured, 
“Thank goodness, it is all over.’’ 

For three days he had kept guard over 
£60,000 worth of orchids, his place be- 
ing taken during the night time by other 
watchers. Ingenious precautions were 
adopted to baffle the dishonest enter- 
prise of any person who might be ce- 
Ssirous of Snatching up a small fortune 
in the shape of a flower or two. Plants, 
for example, worth anything up to 2,000 
guineas were purposely placed in the 
modest company of orchids closely re- 
sembling them so far as the untutored 
eye could detect, but valueless in com- 
partson. : 

“A collection of orchids such as this 
is a great anxiety to the owners,’ ob- 
served Mr. Sanders, of St. Albans, who 
doubted if he would accept £15,000 for 
his own individual exhibits. “Cases 
have occurred,’ he added, “where after 
the publication of the description of some 
expensive variety of . orchid the plant 
has been carefully picked out from the 
other exhibits and stolen.
